INSTRUCTIONS FOR FILLING OUT FORM SR-314A, "APPLICATION WORK SHEET" © 
(Applicable to all farms in Area A) 


Form SR-314A, "Application Work Sheet" (hereinafter referred to 
as form 314A), has been designed to take the place of pencil copies of 
the application for payment prepared by county offices under previous 
programs. On this form will be assembled all’ data required in the 
preparation of the application for payment except that appearing on 
Forms ACP-64, "Request for Material as Grant of Aid under the Agricul- 
tural Conservation Program", and Forms ACP-69, "Assignment", 


A form 314A should be prepared for each farm with respect to 
which an application for payment (including a cotton or rice prace 
adjustment application) is to be filed in 1939, and may also be pre- 
pared for multiple-unit farms where the cotton acreage allotment has 
been overplantéd and the producers thereon request that a separate 
cotton marketing card be issued to each producer on the basis of his 
acreage share. (It should be borne in mind that if a person makes 
application for payment with respect to one farm under the 1939 Agri- 
cultural Conservation Program he must make application with respect 
to all farms in the county which he operates or rents to other per- 
sons for a share of the crops produccd thereon.) Form 314A is for 
use merely as a work sheot for the application for payment and need 
be prepared in the original only. ; ; 


The instructions set out below should be followed in the pre- 
paration of form 314A. 


-Parm Serial No.: Enter this number from the corresponding Form 
SR-312, "Performance Report" (hervcinafter referred to as form S12) xy 
the wind-crosion arca,=/ if the farm covered by the form 314A is owned 
or lcased by (a) a conservation district, (b) an association determine % 
by the State committee to have been organized for conservation pu OSES ,: 
or (c) a State agency authorized by law to own or lease land for/y,ind- 
crosion control purposes, enter the notation "Wind-crosion far 
immediately following the farm serial number. In the special 
erosion area,2/ if the farm covercd by the form 314A is an ir

Name of county: The name of the county may be entered if desired, 


Line 1, columns A and B: If sugar beets are grown on the farm in 
1939, enter’ the notation "Sugar beets" and follow it by the total acre- 
age thereof, from Section II of form Ste 


Line 2(a), column B: Enter the total acreage of cropland in the 
farm, This includes all farm land which in 1938 was tilicd or was in 
a regular rotation (excluding restoration land and any land which con- 
stitutes or, if such tillage is continued, will constitute a wind erosion 
hazard to the community). For all Group 1-A cotton farms, this figure 
will be taken from column 5 of Form ACP-84, "Listing Sheet for 1939 Farm 
: Cotton Acreage Allotments and Yields"; for all farms’other than Group 1-A 
cotton’ farms, this figure will be taken from line 16, column D, of Form 
SR-213, "Report of Performance", if performance was checked on the farm in 
1938. In all other cases the cropland must be determined by the county 
committce, 


Line 2(b), column B: Enter the total acreage of commercial 
orchards, from Scction V of form 312. 


Line 3(a), column B: Enter the total acreage of noncrop open pas-— 
ture land, from Section VI of form 312, ; 


Line 3(b), column B: For farms in Oklahoma and Texas, enter the 
total grazing capacity of hd noncrop open pasture land, from Section VI of 
form 312, 


Line 4(a), column B: Enter the restoration land goal established 
for the farm,

Line 4(b), column A: For farms in designated counties in Oklahoma 
and Texas, enter any of the following items of deduction which are appli- 
cable, from Section VII of form 312: 

(1) Cropping restoration land. 


(2) Failure to carry out approved conserva- 
tion measures on restoration land, 


(3) Breaking out native sod. 
(4) Failure to prevent wind and water erosion. 


Line 4(b), column B: Enter the acreage of any itam of deduction 
listed in line 4(b), column A, from Section VII of form 312. 


Line 1, column F: Enter the name of any crop, other than cotton 
or general (or wheat, if the farm is a non-allotment wheat farm), shown

in the column—headings following the word "Cctton" in Section II of forn 
312, (If no cotton allotment is established and no cotton is planted on the 
farm and more than one colwan is needed, strike out the word "Cotton" in 
line 1, colwian E, and enter the name of one of such crops.)

name of one such crop in cach subcolunn, 


If Section II of form 312 shows that an acreage of wheat in excess 
of 8 acres was harvested for grain or hay on the farm in 1939, enter the 
words "Usual wheat" in each of the following cases: 


(1) If the farm is in one of the following counties and the wheat 
acreage allotment was determined to be 8 acres or less and the persons who 
had an interest in the wheat planted on the farm clected on or before 
December 31, 1938, to have such farm considered’as a non-allotment farm::

Linc 4, column F:- Enter the approved yield(s) per acre for the 
crop(s) listed in line lL, colum F, For wheat this figure will be taken 
from column 20 of Forn SR-201-W; for rice it will be taken from column 15 
of Form SR-304-R; and for peanuts it will be takan from column 17 of 
Form SR-304-P. 


Line 4, column G: Enter the productivity index for the farm, 
from colurn sl oF: Form SR-304~G. 


Lines 2, 4 aie 4, colurin H, and lines 2 and 3, column J: Enter 


the practice number of cach approved soil-building practice carried out 
on the farm in 1939, from Section II of Forn SR-312A, "Supplenent to 
Perfornance Report" (hereinafter referred to as forn "3124).

soon’ as all approved soil—building practices have been carried out on the 
farm, enter the number of units of cach such practice, from Section II 
of form 3124.

Line 4, colwan K: Enter the total number of units of approved 
soil-building practices carried out on the farn in 1939. 


Line ae column L: Entcr the nane and address of the Landlord,

Lines 6 through 17 and 19 throush 42, columns Mi, N, and 0: Enter 
following the name of cach interested person the share of each crop 
(ineluding wheat, wherever an a¢reage is entered for wheat in line 3), 
Listed in line 1, columns E, F, and G, to which such versen is entitled 
at the time of harvest, from Section IIT of form 312 (or Section III of 
Form SRI+304, "Report of 1939 Wheat Acreage", in the ease of wheat). 

This involves the surmmrizetion for each person of all acreage shares of 
each such crop, The total share for each person may be shown in cither 
acreages or percentages where there is only one producer unit on the farn, 
but must be shown in acreages where there are two or mere producer units, 
The acreages and percentages shall be expressed to the nearest tenth of an 
acre or percené. If one person is entitled to all of a given crop, enter 
the. word "All" in the appropriate column following his none. (On non- 
general allotment farms, it is necessary to divide the acrcage of general 
crops only in cases where’(1) the entry in line 2, column D, excceds the 
entry in line 2, column B, by more than 20 acres, or (2) there is an 
entry in line 4(b), column B.)

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eirelé on form 314A the acreage figures, if any, taken from Section II of 


form 312 (or Section III of Form SRM~304) and enter immediately above or 
to the right thereof the acreage sharcs to which the county cormittce 
finds the different producers would have been entitlud if the entire acre 
age in the allotment for such crop had been planted and harvested in 1939, 
In no event will the acreage share so deternined for any producer be less 
than’ such producer's acreage share of the 1939 planted acreage of such 
crop, as shown in Section II of form 312, 

‘Where any of the conditions described in (1), (2), and (3) above 
exists, the farm operator or other producer on the farn must submit to the 
county cormittee a signed statonent setting forth the following infornma- 
tion, before the comittce attompts tc determine the acreage shares for 
cach producers 


(a) The normal acreage of each of the crops in question 
grown by each producer (or his predecessor) on the 
form, as well as the division of such crop under the 
terms of the lease or operating agreenent. 


(b) The acreage and divisicn of each of the erdps in 
Question which, according tc his lease or operating 
agreenent, would have been growm by such producer 
in 1939 if the entire acreage in the acreage allot~ 
ment for such crop had been grown cn the farm in 


1939. 


The information submitted by the farm operator shall be carefully con- 
sidered by the county cormittce and the normal acreage data compared with 
all available records in the county cffice. The operator's staternnt 
shall be kept as a permanent record in the county office. 


Where the acreage allotment for any crop is divided anonz the 
interested persons pursuant to provision (2) above (by reason of the 
fact that the acrease of such crop for one or more such persons was 
substantially reduced by flood, hail, drought, or insects), the nane of 
such crop, followed by the cause of such’ reduction, shall be entered 
below line 18 of form 314A. For example, "Cotton — flood," 


The division of the cotton acreage deterrined by the county cor 
nittce pursuant to provision (3) above will not becone effective as a 
basis for dividing the payment or deduction computed with respect to such 
crop unless all the persons who are entitled to share in such crop at the 
time of harvest agree in writing to such division. This agreenent nay 
be signified by the fact that all such persons sign the application for 
payment covering the form or it may be significd on oa separate statement. 
The latter alternative is probably advisable in those cases whore it is 
possible that some of the interested persons may net be available to sign 
the application for payment but are available at the tine the county con- 
mittee makes its determination. The statement referred toa nust set forth 
(a) the name and address of cach interested person; (b) such person's 
acreage share of the actual 1939 planted acreage of cotton; (c) such per- 
son's acreage share (as determined by the county cormittee) of the cotton

acreage allotnent, and (d) a strtenent that such acreages are correct anc 
ate in Accordance with the determination of the county cormittee and the 
agreenent of all interested persons. The statement must be properly 
signed by all interested persons, and a sufficient number of copics pre- 
pared to allow one of sane to be attached to the agricultural conservation 
application and one to cach price adjustment applicetion prepared with 
respect to the far. ; | 


Where there is only one producdr unit on the farm and no acreage 
of a given crop is grown in 1939, the acreage in the allotment’shall « 
be divided between the tenant or shardécropper and the landlord, if any, 
in accordance with the division of the crup set forth in the lease or 
operating agreenent. Where there is: only one preducer unit on the farm 
and any acreage of the crop is grown, it must be divided in accordance 
with the division sct forth in the lease or operating agrcenent. 


On farns which are composed of two or more separately-owned tracts 
of land and which are covered by Forms ACP-86, "Request for Combination’ 
of Separately Owned Tracts of Land into One Farm and Owners! Agreenent", 
circle on forn 314A the acreage figures taken from Section II of form 312 
(or Section III of Form: SRM-304) anc enter immediately above or to the 
right thereof the shares of the different producers in the respective 
acreage allotments which were or could have been established for the land 
in which they have on interest. 

In any case where it appears, from the acreage shares of the 
different producers (whether divisicn is made on the basis of the acreage 
growmm in 1939 or on the basis of the acreage allotment), that there may 
have been a change in 1939 between the landlord or operator ond the 
tenants or sharecroppers which would increase the amount of payment to 
such landlord or operator with respect to the farm in Question over the 
mriount which he would otherwise have received, and in any case where it 
appears that the landlord cr operator has reduecd the nuribcr of tenants 
or sharecroppers below the average numer on the farn during the three 
years 1936-1938, the county counittee shall make a thorough investiga- 
tion of the case in accordance with the instructions set cut in 1939 
General Letter No, 15, which was issued by this Division under date of 
May 23, 1939, If the cormittee finds fron this investigation that an 
unjust change or reduction has been made by the landlord or operator, it 
shall sect forth its findings and recormencations in a stetenent signed 
by at least two of its members snd attach such staterent to the form 314A 
for subsequent attachment to the application(s) for payment and sub- 
mission to the State office. (A sufficient number of copies of the state- 
nent shail be prepared so thet one copy nay be furnished the landlord or 
operatar, two copics attached to each applicaticn for paynent prepared 
with respect to the farm, and one copy retaired as a permanent record in 
the counby office.) 


Lines 6 through 17 and 19 through 42, column P: Enter following 
the nate of cach interested person the total units of approved soil- 
building practices carried out by such person on the farm in 1939, from 
Section II of form 312A, This involves the surmarization for cach

. Where any person other than the landlord or operator is shown as 
carrying out soil-building practices and is not also shown as sharing in 
the soil-depleting crops, such person's relationship te the farm in 
question at the tinc the practices were carricd cut’ must be cxplained, 
The explanation nust be in the forn of a statement, signed by the pro— 
ducer in question and approved by a member of the county cormittce, 
attached to the form 314A for subsequent attachment to the application 
for payment and subriission tothe State office, i 
Lines 6 and 7, column @: Enter following the names of the land— 

lord and the operator the acreage share of the restoration land ‘goal 
atrributable to each such person, The acreage in the restoration land 
goal shall be divided equally between the landlord and the operator 
unless the county-cormittee determines that such persons did not con- 
tribute ‘equally to the acreage in such goal and to the carrying-—out of 
restoration lend mnensures on the farm, In the latter event, the acreage 
in such goal shail be divided in the proportion that the county committee 
determines such lendlord and cpefter contributed to such goal and to 
such restoration land measures carried out on the fern. 


Line l¢ (or line 43), columns i, N, 0, P, andQ: Total the acre- 
age cr unit shares in cach coluan, If the acreage shares in column M, 
N, or O have been circled, enter separate totals for the circled and 
uncircled fisuros. If there are twe scts of tobals, the totals of the 
circled figures must equal. the 1939 acreage figures in line 2 of the 
respective columns, and whe totals of the uncircled figures must equal 
the allotment figures in Zine 3 of the respective columns. Where no 
figures have been circled, the tctals of the coluuns rust equal the 1939 
acreage figures in line 2 of the respective columns. {mire 

The total of column P must cqual the figure in line 4, column K, 
and the tobal of column Q rmst equal the figure in Line 4(a), column B, 


After the forn 314A has been completed, a careful check should be 
made to deterrtine if nornal farming operations have been-carried cut cn 
the farn in 1939 in accordarice with the definition of the term sct out 
in 1939.- If the total acreage of soil-depleting crops entcred in line 2, 
column’D, equals-or exceeds 50 percent of the total allotment entered in 
line 3, column D, normal farming operations will be deemed to have been 
carricd out end it will not be necessary tg make any further check in 
this connection.

If the total acreace’ of soil-deplcting crops is iess than 50 per- 
cent of the total allotment, however, a further investigation rust be 
nade to’ determine if normal farming operations have been carricd out; 
that is, whether at least 50 percont of the total allotment has been 
devoted to one or nore of the follcewing uses:

(1) If he has adcpted any practice (including the misuse 
of "white" marketing cards in 1938) which tends to 
defeat any of the purposes of the 1939 or previous 
agricultural conservation prograus (or the purposes 
of the 1939 Price Adjustment Progran); or

(2) If, by means of any corporation, partnership, estate, 
trust, or any other device, or in any manner what- 
soever, he‘has offset, or has participated in 
offsctting, in whole or in part, the performance for 
which such payment is otherwise authorizeds or 


(3) If, with respect to forest land or woodland owned or 
controlled by hin, he has adopted any practice which 
is contrary to sound conservation practice; or 


(4) If he has adopted or particivated, in adopting any 
schene or device, including the dissolution, re- 
organization, or formation of any corporation, 
pertnership, estate, trust, or by any cther means, 
which was designed to evade, or would have the 
offect of evading, the limitation of naynent (to 
$10,000) set out in Section LIB of SRB-301B. 


If the cormittee finds that any person has done one or nore of 
the things outlined abere, it shall set forth its findings and recon 
mendations in a stetenent over the signatures of at least two cf its 
nembers, A sufficient number of copies of the statement shall be pre- 
pared so tht two copies may be subriitted to the State office with each 
applicable application for payment, one copy forwarded to the producer 
in guestion, and one copy retained as a permanent record in the county 
orticd.
